curative measures may be concerned.

Is considerable' variation 
In the strength of many of tho common 
remedies uaed In tho household. 


It Is also true that the loss of human 


energy through sickness and 
deathf. 


from preventable diseases ~ constitute 
by far tho greatest waste of our pres- 
ent day resources and that It is not 
generally appreciated that this waste 
Is due either to neglect or Ignorance 
so far as the use of prophylactic or 
curative measures may be concerned. 


A table present Ing 
a compilation 


from the reports of 
state chemists 


show* that of 3472 samples of ten offi- 
cial articles that are widely used a: 
household remedies, 1259, or 
3S 
per 


cent, were rejected as adulterated,' or 
not 
In compliance with the 
official 


requirements. 


The preparations included in these 


tables are more 
frequently used as 


household remedies than on the pre- 
scriptions of physicians, but are never- 
theless recognized medicines, the abuse 
or misuse of which may lead.to serious 
consequences. 


A more energetic and active control 


of all drugs and preparations Is needed 
The desirable and- only efficient meth- 
od of control Involves honesty, knowl- 
edge, vigilance, and care on the part 
of the person selling the product.

necessary one. Get the furnance Into 
good working- order.

Save coal by adding moisture ,to the 


home air. 
In summer there Is mor« 


moisture In the air. Winter air Is usu- 
ally drier than summer air. Especial- 
ly Is this true In homes whore heat 
has evaporated moisture. 


Dry air feels cooler. 
Increase the 


moisture in the room, and you decrease 
the heat. You'll feel warmer and more 
comfortable In a room heated to C5 de- 
grees If the air Is 
moist 
than 
you 


would in a 75-degree room if the mois- 
ture Is all evaporated. 


Bo sure and keep the water pot Jn 


the furnace filled. To further Increase 
moisture In room, place a small pan .of 
water on registers, stoves.
